Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 17- 20 are rejected under 35 USC 102 (b) as being anticipated by 
Darmawan (5,681,765). 

Darmawan teaches a method for parallel production of a MOS transistor in an 
MOS area of a substrate and a bipolar transistor in a bipolar area of the substrate, 
comprising: 

a) providing the MOS area 71 ; b) providing the bipolar area 69; and 
c) performing in common at least one MOS transistor fabrication operation 
in the MOS area and at least one bipolar transistor fabrication operation in the 
bipolar area elements of both the MOS transistor and the bipolar transistor (figs. 
8- 17). 

Regarding claim 18, wherein step b) further comprises forming a gate 
electrode layer 74 in the MOS area 71 and a conductive layer 78in the bipolar 
area 69. 

Regarding claim 19, wherein step b) further comprises employing mask 92 
layers to define a gate electrode in the MOS area 71 and to define at least one of

a base terminal area and an emitter-collector terminal area in the bipolar 
area 7 1 . 

Regarding claim 20, further comprising simultaneous etching of the 
gate electrode layer and conductive layer (figs. 14- 17). 

Reasons for Indication of Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1- 16 would be allowed. The following is a statement of reason for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: 

Claims 1-16 are considered allowable since the prior made of record and 
considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does not teach or suggest the claimed 
limitations. Darmawan (U.S. Patent No. 5,681,765) and Background of Invention, taken 
individually or in combination, do not teach the claimed invention having (Regarding 
claim 1) the step d) thinning the mask layer in the area of the gate electrode, so that a 
thinned mask layer remains in the area of the gate electrode; and e) doping the 
conductive layer in the area of the gate electrode across the thinned mask layer.
